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On paper, April to 
October doesn’t seem 
like a long time. But in 
those seven months, 
the Cleveland Indians 
erased 41 years of 
frustration and bad 
baggage left behind by 
previous regimes. Over 
that seven-month span 
the Indians proceeded 
to win their first 
American League 


Championship since 
1954, won their first 
World Series game 
since 1948, won the 
American League’s 
Central Division by an 
ML record 30 games, 
and finished with 100 


wins in 144 games, the 
ninth highest (.694) 
winning percentage 
Major League histo 
The Indians rolled over 
the American League’s 
Central Division, jump- 


ing out toa 17.5 
game lead by the end 
of July, while never los- 
ing more than nine 
games in any month 
during the regular sea- 
son. Along the way, 
the Indians led the 
American League in 
batting average, runs 
scored, home runs, 
and ERA, becoming 
the first AL team since 
the ’71 Baltimore 


The Indians jumped 
to a 17.5 lead by the 
end of July, never 
losing more than 


nine games in any 
month during the 
regular season.

Over the course of the 
Tribe’s magical ride 
came an ML-best 
record of 54-18 (.750) 
at Jacobs Field. The 
Indians also won 


The 
Indians were 13-0 
overall in extra innings

Offensively, the Indians 
were led by LF Albert 


Belle. All Belle did was 
become the first Major 
Leaguer in history to 
hit 50 doubles and 50 
home runs in the 
same season, despite 
playing in only 143 


games. Belle became 
the first Indians player 
ever to lead the Majors 
in homers and broke 

Al Rosen’s 42-year-old 
franchise single-season 
HR record. Belle was 
torrid the second half 
of the season, smash- 
ing 31 after August 1, 
17 in September alone, 
breaking Babe Ruth’s 
and Roger Maris’ ML 
record for homers over 
a two-month span. 
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Oh by the way, he fin- 
ished tied for the AL 
lead in RBI with 126. 
Other offensive stars 
included Kenny Lofton, 
who led the AL in 
steals for the fourth 
straight Season. 
Manny Ramirez, 23, 
became the second 
youngest Indians play- 
er ever to hit 30 HR 
and drive in 100 or 
more runs in a sea- 
son. Jim Thome and 
Paul Sorrento each 
established career- 
highs in HR and RBI

The 91st Fall Classic 
began in Atlanta, GA 
on Sat., October 21 
vs. the NL Champion 
Atlanta Braves.
